OF   THE 

Superintending  School  Committee 


DISTKTCT  NO.  1. 
Teacher — Miss  Sarah  K.  Page. 

Whole  number  of  scholars  who  have  attended  during 
the  year — 15  ;  average  attendance  for  each  term — 9.  The 
studies  are  Reading,  Spelling,  Writing,  Geography,  Arith- 
metic and  Grammar,  in  the  elementary  form. 

The  teacher  is  competent  and  faithful,  and  interested 
in  the  progress  and  welfare  of  her  scholars.  With  the 
means  at  her  command  she  has  zealously  striven  to  make 
the  school  what  it  should  be. 

The  general  character  and  disposition  of  the  scholars  is 
very  good.  They  take  considerable  pleasure  in  their 
studies  and  are  quite  faithful  in  their  work. 

Mixch  confusion  arises  in  this  school  from  the  dissimi- 
larity of  the  text-books  used,  which  prevents  the  proper 
classification  of  the  scholars.  The  source  of  this  dissimi- 
larity is  in  the  parents  of  the  pupils,  who  have  neglected 
and,  in  many  cases,  refused  to  supply  their  children  with 
the  books  needed,  and  have  looked  upon  the  teacher's  de- 
mand for  the  same  as  extravagant  and  uncalled  for.  The 
expense  of  the  books  shuts  their  eyes  to   the  best   interest 
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of  their  children.  While  such  influences  are  at  work  a 
perfect  system  of  ediication  need  never  he  expected,  for 
it  can  not  he  attained. 

The  school  building  is  rather  a  shabby  looking  structure 
indifferentl}^  ventilated,  unjjainted  without  and  poorly  fur- 
nished within.  It  is  hardly  a  school-house  that  will  im- 
press the  scholars  with  a  love  of  neatness  and  order. 
Pleasant  and  neat  surroundings  are  indispensable  to  the 
perfect  mental  development  of  pupils,  and  at  a  time  when 
their  minds  are  most  impressible,  they  should  be  sub- 
ject to  the  best  of  external  influences.  A  small  sum  of 
money  laid  out  in  the  improvement  of  the  present  building 
would  be  judiciously  expended  by  the  District. 


DISTEICT  NO.  2. 
Teacher — Mk.  James  M.  Horn. 

Whole  number  of  scholars  who  have  attended  during 
the  3'ear — 24  ;  average  attendance  for  each  term — 14.  The 
studies  are  the  same  as  those  of  the  school  in  Dist.  No.  1. 

During  the  past  year  the  school  has  been  under  the  care 
of  two  different  teachers.  Miss  Ora  Cutts  and  Mr.  James 
M.  Home,  the  present  teacher,  who  has  proved  himself  a 
faithful  and  efficient  instructor. 

The  scholars  have  been  studious  and  earnest  and  have 
made  all  the  progress  consistent  with  their  advantages. 

Dissimilarity  of  text-books  and  want  of  proper  classifica- 
tion are  noticeable  here  as  in  District  No.  1,  but  not  in  so 
marked  a  degree.  The  parents  of  the  scholars  have 
evinced  considerable  interest  in  the  school  during  the  past 
year  and  have  given  their  encouragement  to  the  teacher. 

The  school  building  is  pleasantly  located  and  is  a  com- 
modious and   neat  looking  structure.     The   school-room  is 
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conveniently  arranged,  well  lighted  and  supplied  with  desks 
and  furniture  of  the  latest  and  most  approved  fashion. 
Altogether  it  presents' quite  a  contrast  in  its  interior  and 
exterior  appearance  to  the  school  house  in  Dist.  No.  1.

The 
studies  of  these  schools  are  the  same  as  those  in  the  oth- 
er Primaries,  the  school  on  Prospect  street  having  the 
studies  pursued  in  the  Fourth  and  Third  Primaries,  while 
the  course  of  the  one  at  the  New  Dam  is  more  extended 
and  comprises  the  studies  of  the  four  Primaries. 


The  Primary  Schools  are  in  fine  condition.  The  teach- 
ers are  faithful  and  conscientious  in  their  work  and  take 
pride  in  the  advancement  and  welfare  of  their  pu^^ils. 
Until  recently  the  schools  have  not  kept  very  well  togeth- 
er in  their  work,  so  that  scholars  from  one  school  often 
came  out  in  advance  of  those  of  another  of  the  same  rank. 
This  is  no  longer  the  case.  The  progress  of  the  schools 
is  so  regulated,  that  those  of  the  same  grade  are  doing  the 
same  work. 
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The  system  of  drawing  has  proved  very  beneficial  to 
the  pupils,  training  the  eye  and  hand,  and  at  the  same 
time,  giving  to  them  a  practical  and  valuable  accomplish- 
ment. 

The  scholars  have,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  been  well 
disposed  and  studious,  and  have  manifested  considerable  in- 
terest as  to  their  rank  and  deportment,  which  have  been 
excellent  in  the  main.

Whole  number  of  scholars  who  have  attended  during 
the  year — 60 ;  average  attendance  for  each  term — 53. 
The  studies  are  Franklin  Fifth  Reader,  White's  Arithme- 
tic (Complete),  Kerl's  Grammar,  Intermediate  Geography 
(Electic  Series),  Campbell's  History,  Spelling,  Smith's 
Free  Hand  Drawing,  P.  D.  &  S.  Writing  Books,  Algebra, 
first  class,  last  term. 

These  schools  are  prospering  finely,  being  under  the 
charge  of  faithful  and  competent  instructors.  The  com- 
mittee is  especially  pleased  with  the  success  of  Mr.  Pierce 
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in  his  school;  which  he  has  brought  from  an  unsettled  and 
comparatively  undisciplined  condition  into  stability  and 
good  order.  The  scholars  have  been  reclassified  according 
to  their  abilities  and  studious  dispositions,  and  this  with 
the  system  which  Mr.  Pierce  employs  in  instructing  and 
managing  his  pupils  has  made  the  school  one  of  the  best 
graded  and  most  orderly  in  the  town.

There  are  three  courses  of  study  in  this  school — the 
English,  the  Lixdies  and  the  Classical  or  Preparatory 
Course.  The  first  named  course  is  devoted  strictly  to  the 
English  branches,  and  is  completed  in  three  years.  It  is 
taken  by  those  who  have  no  taste  for  the  Classics  and  who 
have  no    intention  of  acquiring  a  collegiate  education. 

The  Ladies  Course  is  made  up  of  both  of  the  other 
courses  and  is  completed  in  four  years.  It  is  especially 
adapted  to  the  education  of  young  ladies  who  desire  to  be- 
come teachers  and  therefore  wish  to  be  acquainted  with 
the  studies  of  both  branches. 

The  Classical  or  Preparatory  is  a  four  years  course,  and 
is  arranged  and  adapted  for  those  who  intend  to  enter  col- 
lege, and  in  consequence  the  study  of  the  languages  pre- 
vails, though  not  to  the  entire  exclusion  of  the  English 
branches.     These  three  courses  are  elective. 

The  High  School  is  indeed  in  most  excellent  condition 
and  is  one  of  which  the  citizens  of  Somersworth  may  just- 
ly be  proud.  The  advantages  which  it  offers  to  the  stu- 
dents in  the  various  branches    are  very    great,  either    pre- 
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paring  them  at  once  for  the  active  business  of  life,  or  fit- 
ting them  for  college,  where  a  higher  education  may  lead 
them  to  the  professions,  arts  and  sciences.  The  Classical 
Course  is  a  remarkably  fine  one,  and  well  adapted  to  the 
needs  of  the  studious  and  faithful  pupils.  If  a  schol- 
ar has  no  abilit}^,  no  application, — if  he  goes  to  school  just 
because  he  is  obliged  to  or  because  he  has  nothing  else 
to  do,  and  proposes  to  enter  college  for  the  same  reason, 
he  cannot  derive  any  benefit  from  this  or  from  any  course 
of  study ;  but  to  the  faithful  and  conscientious  schol- 
ar who  delights  in  his  school  and  work,  and  investi- 
-gates  truth  from  the  love  of  knowledge  and  the  good 
which  may  result  to  him  therefrom — to  him  the  Classical 
Course  offers  rare  opportunities,  and  at  comparatively  no 
expense. 

The  Committee  is  in  every  way  pleased  with  this  school  ; 
with  the  courses  of  study,  and  the  system  of  instruction 
employed  by  the  Principal.  The  work  done  bears  the  im- 
press of  thoroughness  and  is  characterized  by  hard  study 
and  close  application.  Under  the  instruction  of  Mr.  Dix- 
on the  scholars  have  become  deeply  interested  in  their 
studies  and  the  school  has  reached  a  standard  which  it  has 
never  before  attained. 


The  school  rooms  throughout  the  District  are,  taken  as 
a  whole,  in  good  condition,  being  well  lighted,  capable 
of  being  sufficiently  heated,  and  supplied  with  black- 
boards. The  ventilation  in  some  of  the  rooms  is  not  so 
unobjectionable  as  could  be  wished,  but  in  general  it  is 
good. 

In  closing  this  report  the  committee  thinks  that  two 
suggestions  in  relation  to  school  matters  may  not  be  out 
of  place.     The  first  is  in  regard  to  local  teachers  institutes. 
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It  is  thfi  opinion  of  the  committee  that  monthly  or  bi- 
monthl}^  meetings  of  the  teachers  of  the  town,  and  the  dis- 
cussion thereat  of  the  principal  educational  topics  of  the  day, 
would  be  productive  of  much  good.  The  meetings  could 
be  rendered  highly  interesting  by  readings  and  essays. 
Thus  by  being  brought  together  and  obtaining  the  results 
of  each  other's  experience,  thought  and  study,  the  teach- 
ers may  derive  much  knowledge  therefrom  which  may  be 
practically  and  usefully  applied  in  the  management  of 
their  schools. 

The  second  suggestion  is  that  the  parents  of  pupils 
give  more  hearty  encouragement  to  teachers,  and  that  they 
judge  their  actions  with  more  justice  ; — that  they  will 
not  allow  their  common  sense  to  be  blinded  bj'  their  preju- 
dice, for  it  is  only  by  the  hearty  co-operation  of  parents, 
teachers  and  pupils  that  the  richest  intellectual  harvest 
can  be  reaped  from  our  school  system.
